The climate 
and scenery of the place could hardly be 
improved, if made'to order. Down the oth- 
er side of the mountain eleven miles away, 
is Miami, and seventeen miles away, Globe. 
ltoth are big mining camp towns with pope 
lations large enough to snap up the fruit 
output of the Craig ranch and call for 
more every season. 

This fruit farm is in Southern Arisona 
where. at ordinary altitudes, apples will 
net grow because of the excessive heat.

In the ‘ast eighteen years there have 
been only three serious crop failures, and 
only one year when the fruit crop did not 
pay expenses. The fsilures were due to dry 
years and sepring frosts. There was no 
crop the past fall, but despite the dryest 
year in the histery of Southern Arizona the 
fruit trees on chis ranch did nicely on 14.71 
inches of rain. The yearly average on this 
mountain top is 25 inches, according to 
records kept at the ranch for the paat 
thirty-five years. 

Moisture retention, however, is one of 
the major problems. To conserve his soil 
water, Mr. Craig keeps « dust mutch toa 
his orchard, both winter and summer. He 
often discs a6 many as ten times a year. 
He tried plowing. but discarded that meth- 
od of tillage several years ago. He te firm- 
ly convinced pow that discing is the logical 
cultivation for an orchard, because i con- 
serves the moisture and permits feeder 
roots of hig trees to come near the top of 


the soll. 
The outstanding impression one gets at 
this novel mountain orchard is tts com- 


pleteness. The spray equipment is of the 
type recommended by a leading agricultuar- 
al college. The pruning methods and equip 
mont are based on the experience of scien 
tife truit men Packing and grading are 
as carefully done as in the great co opera 
tive houses of the Pacific coast. All of the 
applies are sent to market in a standard 
Northwest apple box with an attractive 
label of the Craig ranch on each. The 
roadside market in the fruit season is open 
for business from 6:30 o'clock in the morn- 
ing until 7 o'clock at night. 

Mr. Craig's two sons have been attend- 
ing the University of Arizona for the past 
two years, studying fruit-crowing methods 
and practices. Next year they expect to 
attend a northwestern or eastern agricul- 
tural college and continue their studies. 
The Craigs think they have the best 
chard site in Arizona and say jokingly that 
they are preparing to beat the production 
record of the Silver King mine which, al- 
though abandoned, stands as a challenge 
down the road. 

This spring Mr. Craig is planning to put 
out a few acres each of plums, pears, sour 
cherries and persimmons. He is satisfied 
that his market will absorb all he can. pro 
duce of these fruits.

SEA CUCUMBERS SOLD 
At certain seasons you can procure eggs 
that were laid when you were in your 
cradle, and some even before. The Chinese 
are said to have preserved eggs that were 
laid nearly 1000 years ago. 
We learn from an article in the Progres- 
sive Grocer that a delicacy much sought 
after is the edible birds’ nests from Chis 
and Japan. Most people imagine these 
nests to be made of the ordinary nesting 
material, made palatable by age and cook- 
ing.

OMEBODY, with more romancing than 

truth-telling, has called automobile race

glandular disturbatce. Usually these per- 
sons are extremely fond of eating, hence 
they do sot want to admit that the real 
cause is in their food Intake. Overeating or 
eating the wrong combinations of food are 
the most common causes of excess weight. 
Inguffictent exercise is a secondary cause. 

“Potatoes, cereals, sugar, bread and pas 
try, when eaten in amounts above the daily 
requirements of.ihe body, are converted im 
to fat. The reduction of these foods by 


three-fourths, and the eating of increased 


quantities of fruit, vegetables and seafoods 
should be the first essential of any program 
of reducing weight. A proper amount of ex- 
ereise is the second part of the treatment. 
Care must be taken, however, not to over- 
do it. In cases which have well-developed 
heart complications, exercise should be 
taken only as directed by a competent 
physician. It is sometimes necessary to be 
gin treatment by putting the patient to bed 
and limiting bis diet to skim mitk for a

weapon in the hands of the physician. 


Nature works heroically during this time. 


Miracles and wonders of healing are fre 
quently accomplished through 
Notwithstanding the wonderful work ca- 
pable of being done by means of the fast, 
its very potency and effectiven make it 
a dangerous weapon of the healing arts and 
it must be used with discretion. 
My strongest advice to the laity is 
the promiscuous ill-advised fast. If you 
contemplate a fast. do so only under the 
supervision of one expérienced in its ad- 
ministration. Many physicians attempt to 
apply the principles of the fast im the heal- 
ing of stomach and intestinal ulcers. 
Even though the fact is nature's great 
healing agent, yet a knowledge of pathology 
must be understood before we can apply it. 
A fast attempted tn an ulcerated condl- 
tion inevitably results In the most excruct- 
ating agony to the patient unless there has 
been adequate and intelligent -°dvance 
preparation. 
In an ulcerated condition hyperaci!('ty of 
the most marked kind is present. During 
a fast the glands pour forth more acids 
than at any other period. The tremendous 
quantity of hydrochloric acids serves to 
sharply accentuate the painful symptoms. 
Invariably the patient must stop the fast. 
There is such a thing as preparation for 
‘a fast. There is such a thing as a partial 
fast in which stfficient food is given to use 
the excessive hydrochloric acid that is 
formed, and at the same time permit heal- 


APE. 
This depends entirely on each case. In 


some cases the milk diet is very much indt- 
cated. In others, mixtures of fruit juices 
and milk—in others, brothe—in others, a 
gtraight vegetable diet, and so on, depend- 
ent upon each case. When properly pre

Ing the field of causes, perhaps, is 
diet question. When foodstuff has been 
ned and super-refined by the multitude 
manufacturing processes which rob the 
of most of its vital Ingredients, the 
soft sticky residue does not furnish suf- 
ficient roughage to properly stimulate the’ 
intestinal muscles. 

The excessive consumption of food that 
has been cooked, baked, boiled, fried, pre- 
served, pickled and spiced induces consti- 


When fermentation and decay of this same 
food sets in, the consequent Jrritation, by 
reducing nervous vitality and retarding thé 
contraction force of muscles, adds to the 
seriousness of constipation. 

Therefore. we can dogmatically state that 
even if we were to correct every other cause 
of constipation except diet, our efforts 
would be in vain. 

If cooking, frying. preserving, etc., induce 
constipation, then we may assume that the 
pegation of these will prevent constipation. 

That is to say, any diet that will correct 
intestinal sluggishness must have incorpo- 
Tejed in it considerable quantities of the 
uncooked. unrefined, natural whole grains.

“What, doctor, my little boy eat fruit for 
breakfast to reduce his. enlarged tonsils?
